ORDERED OUT OF MOSCOW. 

The well-known Jewish financier, Herr

order rescinded, but Herr Goldberger has left 
the city in disgust.

The latest information from 
Kioto is that, after several other Japanese 
hadrunup and seized the would-be mur- 
derer and were holding him powerless 
in their grasp, Prince George hit the man on 
the head with a stick, nearly stunning bim.

MONEY FOR IRELAND. 


CRIMMINS COMMENDS THE DISPOSITION OF THE 
PARLIAMENTARY FUND, 

New YorkK, May 25.~John D. Crimmins, a 
large contributor to the Irish Parliamentary 
fund, and one of the committee of influential 
Irish-Americans who decided a few days ago 
to send the money to Ireland that was raised 
at the big meeting at the Metropolitan Opera- 
house af few months ago, was seen last even- 
ing by a reporter and shown the protest 
signed by Stephen McFarland and Michael 
Breslin, who declared that the committee 
had no right to forward the money without 
the consent of the United Irish Societies of 
New York. 

That protest, said Mr. Crimmins, is 
not alone unreasonable, but I would almost 
say unpatriotic as weil. We had a perfect 
right to send $15,000 to Ireland, because the 
men present when it was decided to do this 
contributed more than that much money 
themselves alone. 

‘‘Itissaid that your meeting was nota 
representative one. 

„That is not so,“ replied Mr. Crimmins. 
We had many representative Irishmen from 
many ofthe large cities and I had myself 
many letters from other large subscribers, 
who were unable to be present, approving 
of the resolution to send the money to Ireland 
and to let Archbishop Croke of Cashla, that 
faithful and patriotic prelate, disburse it. It 
is absurd when these men who protest 4alk 
of two parties.

THE ATTACK ON FORT SALISBURY NEAR DELAGOA 
Bax. ’ 


LONDON, May 25.—Dispatches received here | 


this morning from Lourenzo Marquees, a 
Portuguese town of Africa, on the north side 
of Delagoa Bay, confirm the report of an en- 
gagement having taken place between the 
Portuguese and the British. At the time of

BOARD OF EDUCATION’S REPORT.’ 

Following is an abstract of the report of the 
Board of Education: 

The officers remain the same as last year. 
The death of Elder Samuel Field will be a 
great loss, as he gave his labor and money 
without stint. . 
The number of applicants for aid in pre- 
paring for the ministry has considerably in- 
creased, owing to the pressure brought upon 
young men to enlist. Nine hundred and 
fifty-five were recommended by presbyteries 
—a considerable increase. Owing mainly to 
scarcity of funds, eighty-six were declined, 
most of them in their academic studies, and 
this will cost us the loss of some valuable 
recruits. 

We began the year with a debt of $8,700, 
and this compelled caution in accepting can- 
didates. Drs. Mitchell and Muchmore, the 
latter at his own expense, visiting synods 
of Indiana, Kentucky and Kansas, and the 
former eight others, were warmly welcomed 
and we hoped for a large increase in receipts. 
But instead we closed the year with debt in- 
creased $7,300—although since closing the ac - 
counts of $8,000 has come in and we 
are thus in this dilemma: Shall we take up 
fewer candidates or give less to each? 

Our embarrassment can only be removed 
apparently by greater zeal in urging our 
need by ministers. There are fifteen more 
vacant churehes than last year, many of 
them large and strong ones, and it is every 
year harder to get suitable men for these. 
Then, too, the labors of Sabbath-school mis- 


‘sionaries have been so blessed that many 


new churches formed from the 
new schools planted this year will soon 
be needing pastors. Besides the need of edu- 
cated colored ministers and of men qualified 
Oo work among our emigrant population is 

re to be urgent. Such is the demand. 
What of supply? Only 212 graduated; only 
twelve more than last year, the increase be- 
ing in McCormick and Lane Seminaries. The

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THE NATIONAL CAPITAL. 


REPORT OF THE INTERCONTINENTAL 
RAILWAY COMMISSION. 


A Route Determined Upon — Surveys 


Made—Funds Available forthe Project 
~Proposed New Novel Station Tide of 
Immigration—Washington News. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., May 25.—Commission- 
ers Cassatt and Davis of the Intercontinental 
Ratlway Commission have submitted to Sec- 
retary Biaine, in advance of a fuller report of 
the proceedings of the commission, a brief 
resume of the work done up to this time, for 
the Secretary’s information. 

. Phe report states that after gathering all 
obtainable information as to whether a prac- 
ticable lineof railroad at a practicable cost 
could be constructed to connect the railway 
systems of the United States and Mex- 
ico with the existing railways of South 
America, the commission determined upon a 
route, which the report gives in detail. The 
only funds at the disposal of the commission, 
the report says, consist of $65,000 appro- 
priated by the Government of the United 
States for the year ending June 30, 1891, 
and the same amount for the following year, 
$130,000 in all, No money has as yet been paid 
by any other country except Ohill, which has 
remitted $8,000 by draft on London, but 
the proceeds have not yet been paid 
ver to the State Department. Mexico 
guay and the Argentine Republic have, 
through their representatives onthe com- 
mission, declined to contribute. The other 
countries represented are understood to have 
promised to pay their quota, but have 
notasyet done so. It was not thought 
wise to count upon any funds beyond the 
amount act in hand, nor to send more 
parties into the fleld than these funds would 
provide for, for a period of time sufficient to 
enable them te complete the work allotted to 
them. 

A carefully considered calculation seemed 
to show that, after providing for the nec- 
essary omce expense in Washington, the 
funds available would not permit the send- 
ing of more than three parties into the field, 
and, asthe object of the survey was to de- 
termine whethera line of railroad could be- 
constructed at a practicable cost to connect 
the railway systems ofthe United States and 
Mexico with the various countries of 
South America, it seemed clear that the 
first thing to be done was to ascertain 
whether such a line could be constructed 
through Central America and the Isthmus, 
and whether it could be carried on through 
Colombia and Ecuador. Hence the 
first party was assigned to 
the survey through Central America. 
This party consists of officers detailed by the 
United States War Department, with Lieut. 
M. M. Macomb in charge, sailed for its field 
of operation on April 20, with directions to 
commence work at Ayutia and go on gouth- 
ward as far as the northern end of the 
Isthmus, 

On account of the extreme unhealthiness 
of the Isthmus at this season ofthe year, no 
attempt will be made to survey this part of 
the line at present. The questionas to the 
best way to attack this very difficult section 
was left for fuller consideration. 


NEW NAVAL STATION, 


THE QUESTION OF ESTABLISHING ONE AT THE 
| SANAMA BAY. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., May 25.—The question 
of a naval station in the West Indies is being 
seriously discussed by the Government. The 
failure of the negotiations for the Mole St. 
Nicholas will probably result in an attempt 
to obtain the desired privileges on the east- 
ern side onthe island from the Dominican 
Government. The recent visit of Admiral 


Gherardi to the Navy Department was un- 


doubtedly in connection with this project. 

It 18, perhaps, not generally known that 
Admiral Gherardi left Port-au-Prince four 
weeks ago under cable orders to go direct to 
Samana Bay and examine into its fitness for 
acoaling station, and that while he was 
there Gen. Heureaux, the President of San 
Domingo, came from San Domingo City in his 
yacht and was closeted with the Admiral for 
several hours. Only his Secretary of War and 
Lieut. Huse of the Admiral’s staff were pres- 
ent, but there is no doubt thatthe subject of 
conversation wasthe establishment ofa na- 
val station on Samana Bay and that the price 
is the friendship and moral support of ths 
United States in the present difficulty be- 
tween San Domingo and Hayti. 

It is too early to say that the United States 
Government will receive the proposition fa- 
vorably, but Mr. Tracy is very much in ear- 
nest, and the late action of the Haytien Gov- 
ernment has created a feeling here which is 
far from friendly to Hayti. It is, therefore, 
very probable that, as between the two negro 
republics, the preference will now be given 
to San Domingo, and that the new friendship 
will do cemented by the establishment of a 


coaling station in Samana Bay. 


A high official, who is entirely in the con- 
fidence of the Government, said yesterday 
that the refusal of Hippolyte was received 


nere with a degree of surprise not far from 


indignation, and that whatever action may 
be taken with regard to Samana Bay, the 
policy of the United States will be decidedly 
friendly to Gen. Heureaux and unfriendly to 
Gen. Hippolyte. He added that if the latest 
reports from Hayti were to be credited this 
will cause the fall of Hippolyte and the tri- 
umph of San Domingo in the rather threat- 
ening negotiations now disturbing the rival 
republics. 

»The Haytiens,“ he said, have thrown 
away a great opportunity and will have 
cause to regret their foolish action.

NEW YORK’S NEW BRIDGE

Which Will Join Gotham and Jersey City 
~The Structure. 

From Boston Globe Correspondence. 

We are to have another big bridge, this one 
to connect New York with Jersey City, as the 
present one does with Brooklyn, This means 
as much to Eastern travelers as to us, for it 
will save the time lost by those infernal waits 
at the ferries. | 

It will comprise five divisions, a central 
span, two land spans and two approaches, 
The bridge proper will start from the New 


Jersey anchorage, abutting on the northwest 
corner of Bloo d and Twelfth streets,

The distance between these points, 
as far as ascertained, is 6,650 feet. 

The central span will be 8, 100 feet from cen- 
ter to center of piers, and the shore spans 
will be 1,750 feet each, measured as above.

The structure is to be of steel for the road - 
way and towers, while stone and concrete 
will be used in the anchorage and founda- 
tions. These foundations it is 3 to 
establish upon the solid rock. uble steel 
towers 525 feet high, on foundations 
feet, willcarry the cables which will pass 
over balancing saddles. 

The cables, four in number, are to be ar- 
ranged in pairs, one nearly vertically over 
the other, and of forty-eight to fifty inches in 
diameter each. The cables are to be fifty-five 
feet apart, vertically. 

To prevent deformation and to cause the 
cables to acttoa 
cords, Qiagonal braces are to 
tween the members of each pair of cables. 
The whole thus to constitute two arched 
trusses, which will resist deformation from 
strains to a considerable extent. The cables 
are to be made of steel wire, laid rallel, 
a ad bound together at intervals, but they are 
not to be bound with wire, as in the case of 
the East River Bridge, but are to be sur- 
rounded by a cylindrical sheet steel casin 
bolted on. This casing isto be water-tigh 
and of such size asg 0 revise two inches of 
space all around tho cable for the circulation 
of air and for the Uzing of temperature.

A wind pressure 
of fifty nds to the square foot has been 
assumed asa basis for the calculations, and 
to resist it two horizontal trusses 115 feet deep, 
extending continuously from anchorage to 
anchorage, are provided. This represents 
the space afforded for the decks, which are of 
this total width, being a few feet less in the 


ear. 

Of the decks there are to be three, al- 
though it is designed to construct only one 
of them at present. The lower one is to 
carry for the present six and ultimately 
eight tracks for regular railroad service. 
On the second deck there are to be four 
rapid transit tracks, and there is room for 
two additional heavy service tracks. The 
third is to afford a promenade 20 feet wide. 

The New York station is to be in the 
neighborhohd of Sixth avenue, above 
Twenty-third street. It is to be 1,800 feet 
long, and is to include a 400-foot loop for dril- 
ling trains.

~ DIVORCES GRANTED. 


TWELVE CASES OF MATRIMONIAL MIS 
ERY DISPOSED OF. 


The Question of Wm. E. Moran’s Sanity 
Again Brought Before the Probate Court 
—Three Heavy Judgments in Judge Dil- 
lon’s Court—Other Decisions. 


Several divorces were granted at the Court- 
house to-day and several other divorce cases 
were dismissed. Judge Dillon granted Mrs. 
Almira Middleton a divorce from John 
Middleton and the custody of their two cifil- 
dren, boys, aged respectively 5 and 7 years. 
Charles was accused of abusing ‘his wife and 
deserting his family and refusing to con- 
tribute to their support. The following four 
divorce suits .were dismissed by Judge Dillon 
for want of prosecution. 

Sarah M. vs. Wm. E. Lewis, who were mar- 
ried in 1882 and lived together until February, 
1889, when Lewis was said to have deserted 
his wife and three children. 

Ellis vs. Lottie Van Buskirk, who were 
married in Belleville, III., in 1885 and sepa- 
rated in December, 1888, the ground for the 
application for the divorce being the alleged 
adultery of the wife with a Chinaman. 

Kate Coleman against Edward: Coleman, 
who were married in Muscatine, Io., in 1872 
and who lived together until June 6, 1890, the 
charge being drunkenness and failure to 
support his family. 

Elizabeth against Jacob strong, who sepa- 
rated about a year ago after living togethera 
few months.

The Post-DispatoH is not a defender of 


as one of the worst frauds in that whole 
scheme for robbing the million to make a 
few men millionaires. But it does not fol- 
low that we must, therefore, treat Mr. 
NIZDRINGHAUS’ preparations for manu- 
facturing tin-plate in St. Louis as a cam- 
paign lie or bit of high tariff humbug. The 
fact that he will not engage to deliver 6,000 
boxes of tin-plate in New York at New 
York prices, does not convict him of lying 
about his intention to fill larger orders 
within the next twelve months. 
only that he understands the business well 
enough to know that tin-plate is worth 
more in St. Louis than in New York and 
that it will cost something to ship it from 
St. Louis to New York. y 

The fall in the price of tin plate from 
$5.70 per box in 1882 to $4.60 in 1884, $4.25 
in 1885 and $4.20 in 1887, was ascribed by 
experts to the cheaper production in this 
country of the sheet iron and steel which 
are converted into tin plates by dipping. 
Before the McKinley bill doubled the tariff 
on tin plate it was asserted by many well 
informed persons that tin plate could then 
be manufactured in some parts of this 
country without further protection than 
was afforded by a tariff of 1 cent a pound. 
British makers had to lower their prices 
accordingly, and it seems that the margin 
was not large and stable enough to tempt 
anybody. Moreover, the manufacturers of 
galvanized sheet iron and tene plates were 
afraid that competition between merican 
and British manufacturers of tin plate 
would reduce the price and the consump- 
tion of the substitutes. This explains 
why the manufacturers of the substitutes 
were the principal workers for a tariff ar- 
rangement that would prevent such com- 
petition by largely increasing the cost of 
tin plate to consumers in this country. 

If, with the advantages St. Louis has in 
the way of cheap iron, cheap coal, and 
cheap access to Western consumers, tin 
plate could have been manufactured here 
under a protection of 1 cent a pound, we 
do not see why Mr. NIEDRINGHAUS may 
not after July 1 manufacture it here under 
a tariff protection of 21-5 cents a pound, 
with the tinning material admitted free 
and Welsh skilled labor also. The only 
things that can prevent him from pocket- 
ing as clear profit the increased price of 
tin, would be the incidental operations of 
the new tariff itself; the decreased con- 
sumption of tin-plate and increased con- 
sumption of substitutes; the glutting of 
the market with tin-plate from Great 
Britain in the interval, before the new tin- 
plate tax will take effect next July; the in- 
creased ability of the British manufactur- 
ers to put tin plate down to ‘the lowest 
notch and monopolize. the supply of tin 
metal, since our new tariff will have added 
many millions to their clear profits before 
July 1. 

We have faith in the ultimate success of 
every manufacturing industry started in 
St. Louis, and believe that tin plate will 
be profitably manufactured here, even 
when it cannot be so manufactured any- 
where else in the United States. When 
tariff burdens are removed from all the 
raw materials of industry and freer trade 
knocks out the trusts and other monopoly 
combinations, St. Louis will not only 
manufacture more than she now does for 
the home market, but for a very large ex- 
port trade.

Opened at Kirkwood To-Day. 


CEREMONIES WITNESSED BY HUNDREDS 
OF REJOICING COLORED PEOPLE. 


— —— — 


St. Louis and Suburban Towns Repre- 
sented at the Scene—Speaking, Dano- 
ing anda Street Parade—The School 
Buildings and Grounds Inspected—St. 
Louis Police Present. 


Kirkwood was invaded this morning by 
thousan4s of colored people, and the invasion 
will be an ‘‘army of occupation’’ in that 
beautiful suburban town until 8 o’clock to- 
night. The occasion is the formal dedication 
of the Bridgewater Manual Training School 
for Negro Children in the chaste and pictur- 
esque quarters sacred for the past thirty 
years to the Kirkwood Seminary conducted 
by Mrs. Anna Sneed Cairns. 

Its change from a young ladies’ seminary 
to a colored institution of learning represents 
primarily the revenge taken by Mrs. Cairns 
upon the Kirkwood Town Board for that 
body’s bitter war upon the ‘‘seminary drain- 
pipe,’’ now of classic memory. That revenge 
reached its climax to-day. cee 
KIRKWOOD ‘‘COMMUTERS’’ IN FULL FLIGHT. 

Even at the Union Depot in St. Louls this 
morning there was apparent the ‘state of 
mind’’ in which the unhappy Kirkwooders 
welcome the culmination of Mrs. Cairns’ 
coup d’etat. All the early trains were 
crowded with residents of that unhappy 
suburb, men, women and children, flee- 
ing from the colored festivities soon 
to disturb the pastoral calm of 
their beloved town. Generally the forenoon 
trains from Kirkwood are ‘‘stag’’ trains, 
their passenger list being almost exclusively 
composed of gentlemen coming to business 
in St. Louis. To-day, however, there was a 
swelling ot the passenger traffic from 
Kirkwood that amounted to a stampede, 
and upon the faces of the ‘‘refugees’’ 
who alighted at the Union Depot with sighs 
of relief there rested in expression such as 
recalled the flight of indignant Georgians 
from Atlanta when Sherman’s march to the 
sea struck the gates of that doomed city.Fate 
might decree that Kirkwood should 
have a colored manual train- 
ing school, but it could not 
compel Kirkwood people to remain there and 
witness the trumphant ceremonies celebrat- 
ing such an addition to suburban attractions. 
So it happens that if a stick were to be 
thrown into any st. Louis crowd to-day, it 
would be mighty apt to hit a ‘‘Kirkwood 
commuter.’’ 

Mr. J. W. Andrews was one of the Kirk- 
wood Town Board when the war on the 
‘*‘seminary drain-pipe’’ was made. He is not 
in the board now but was among the refu- 
gees this morning, accompanied by his fam- 
ily, and he hailed a Posr-Disraron reporter 
at the Union Depot with a rueful face. 

„This is all a bluff,’’ said Mr. Andrews 
hopefully. ‘‘You mark my words, that 
manual training school will never bean ac- 
complished fact.

but St. Louis sends the founder of the Manual 
Training School himself, and the Board of 
Trustees, and the speakers, and the favored 
visitors from other cities.

The ‘‘excursionists’’ seemed to find con- 
siderable humor inthe fact that they were 
not wanted in Kirkwood, and they ‘‘ poked 
fun’’ at one another based on that fact. 

Look here, nigger!’’ cried one of the 
crowd to a particularly black youth whose 
eyes Were ‘‘walling’’ around in his head with 
excitement. ‘‘You ain’t goin’ out to Kirk- 
wood, is you?’’ 

**Cose I is!’’ came the prompt and emphatic 
reply. ‘‘What you s’pose I’se down here 
tor?“ 

Why, boy, them Kirkwood people IU lynch 
you, as soon as you strikes the town?’’ was 
the startling comment. They won't let no 
such nigger as you is come into that place 
live.

Ther'the ‘‘Taborian Band’’ stationed itself 
at the western end of the depot building and 
blew out ‘‘chunks’’ of music that raised a 
cyclone among the ricketty old sheds for fif- 
teen minutes and echoed away under the 
arches of the Eighteenth Street Bridge. The 
hearts of the musicians were in it, and 
they had an appreciative audience, with 
Standard-bearer Wright distributing posters 
and waving the national colors with as much 
grace and familiarity as though they were 
attached to a whitewash brush ora carpet 
beating pole. 

AMONG THE LEADERS. 
This was amongst the ‘‘push’’ of the pic- 
nic, however. Inthe ladies’ waiting-room 
and around its doors the renal leaders of the 
day’s ceremonies were gathering in much 
greater state. They all had their families 
with them, and holday attire of the 
‘*swellest’’ description added to the 
gayety of the scene. ‘‘Founiier’’ Bridge- 
water and his family, consisting of 
his wife and daughters, were of the ‘‘special 
train“ party. Chairman Allan Wilkinson, of 
the Committee of Arrangements, and family, 
reported early. Hale G. Parker, Principal of 
the Alexander Dumas Colored School, and 
an alternate World’s Fair Commissioner, 
representing the colored people of the 
United States, was also on hand with 
his family.. Rev. Anthony Bunch and Elder 
Cottman added the dignity of ‘‘the cloth’’ 
to the scene, and many other prominent 
colored St. Loulsans were among the gather- 
ing at that point. It is this class of the col- 
ored people who realize the true significance 
of the stene to-day at the Bridgewater 
Manual Training School for Negro Children, 
and who are interested in the work. They 
know that it promises to develop into the 
most notable movement for the benefit of 
their race that has ever occurred inthe West, 
anditis their earnest advocacy of the es- 
tablishment of the institution that has car- 
ried it to its present proportions. 
The larger part of the crowd at the cele- 
bration to-day, said Chairman Wilkinson, 
‘will come from the suburban 
towns surrrounding Kirkwood. This 
is what we want as the 
Manual Training School is not confined to St. 
Louis or to Missouri, either. It will draw its 
strength from the whole country. And let 
people say what they will, the Bridgewater 
Manual Training School will open its doors 
and begin its history as a school on Sept. 1 
next, just as sure as the sun shines.’’ 
The Committee on Arrangements was pres- 
ent in a body at the Union Depot, each mem. 
ber wearing on his coat lapel a neat white 
satin badge denoting his membership. With 
that official exception there was no attempt 
at insignia or uniform, and the gather. 
ing was as decorous and well-behaved a 
one as ever left the Union Depot. 
Just before the time forthe start the entire 
delegation, headed by the colors and the 
band, made its way to the Frisco special in 
waiting. This train consisted of five cars, 
the first three of which were ro- 
served for the colo people.

REPRESENTATIVE HOUCK. 


Sudden Death of the Congressman at His 
Home in Tennessee. 
KNOXVILLE, Tenn., May 25.—Judge L. O. 
Houk, Representative in Congress from 
the Second Tennessee District, died 
this morning at 7 o’clock. Yesterday 
afternoon he went to a drug store near his 
residence to get a prescription put up. The 
druggist compounded it for him and set it 
down in a glass near another containing a 
strong solution of arsenic, which Judge 
Hous took by mistake. Antidotes were 
promptly administered and by 10 o’clock last 
hight he was 80 well that noth- 
ing was said about the cir- 
cumstance except to a few friends. 
He slept through the night and died this 
morning suddenly. He had heart disease, 


incident affected that organ and was the 
cause of his death. 


Leonidas C. Houck was born in Sevier 
County, Tennessee, June 8, 18386. He started 
life as a cabinet - maker, and educated himself 
during his spare hours, and studied law in 
the same manner. In 1859 he was admitted 
to practice. The war breaking out two years 
later, he entered the Union army, rising to 
the rank of Colonel. Ill health compelled him 
to resign. In 186 he. was a member of 
the Tennessee Constitutional Convention and 
in 1866 was elected Judge of the Seventeenth 
Judicial District for four years. He then re- 
moved to Knoxville in 1872, was elected to the 
State Legislature, and was sent to the 
Forty-sixth, Forty-seventh,Forty-eighth and 
Forty-ninth Congress as a Republican. He 
was a Republican presidential elector from 
Tennessee in 1872 and 18786 and a delegate to 
the Republican National Convention in 1968. 

Col. Houck was one of the Republican 
leaders in his State for years and was im- 
mensely popular throughout the State and 
held a high position in the councils of his 
party at Washington. 


COL. HENRY LANE KENDRICK, 

NEW YORK, May 25.—Col. Henry Lane Ken 
drick, than whom no man was better known 
among the officers of the regular army, died 
last evening at the Union League Club, where 
he had lived since his retirement from the 
army in 1880. For thirty-five years all told 
Col. Kendrick served as an instructor at 
West Point, and he had under his tuition 
many of the young men who afterward be- 
came famous as generals in the Mexican war 
and the civil war.

SAN FRANCISCO, Cal., May 25.—David 
Meeker, a pioneer and former partner of Sen- 
ator Stanford, died here yesterday.

TO PREVENT SMALL-POX SPREADING. 


Health Commissioner Dudley Inaugurates 
Two New Measures. 


Health Commissioner Dudley has inaugur- 
ated two new measures for the prevention of 
any further spread of small-pox. The first 
has been to post a man in the 
hallway, just ontside the Dispensary 
door; the duty of this man is to 
stop every patient in the hallway and imme- 
diately notify the physician in charge. The 
patient is then subjected toa rigid examina- 
tion, and if he has small-pox he is put in a 
wagon and sent to quarantine, if not, he is 
permitted to join the rest inside the Dispen- 
sary. 
Dr. Dudley said this morning: I am try- 
ing toimpress upon the steamboatmen on the 
river that itis to their interest to refuse em- 
ploy merit to all men not vaccinated. As it 18 
now they employ all sorts of men without 
knowing who they are or where they come 
from, they run great risks. If they 
took the trouble to find out if 
the men were vaccinated or not 
they would avoid all serious danger of con- 
tamination.’’ Dr. Dudley has his physicians

Wm. Murphy, a Lineman, Drops From 
Aloft on Louis Starr. 


STARR KNOCKED UNCONSCIOUS ayy 
FOUND TO BE BADLY INJURED.

The Lineman Was Not Seriously Hurt 
A Peculiar Accident on Sixth and 
Olive Streets To-day—An Unknown 
Negro Aceidently Shot—aA Jefferson 
Barracks Officer Injured in a Runaway. 


An accident somewhat out of the usual run 
occurred this morning shortly before 10 
o’clock at the southwest corner of Sixth and 
Olive streets. A couple of the linemen for 
the Municipal Electric Light & Power Oo. 
were examining the company’s wires and one 
of the men, William Murphy, had as. 
cended the pole at that corner. 
He nad just reached the first 
tres when he took hold ofa wire and with 3 
cry Of pain fell. He had caught hold of a Hive 
Wire and received a severe shock. Louts 
Starr, an employe ofthe Henry-Cowfort lce 
Oo., Was passing along the street at the time 
and in falling Murphy struck him. Starr was 
thrown to the ground, his back Striking the 
curb, with Murphy on topof him. The line. 
man arose, and, aside from being badly 
burned about the hands, he did not appear 
to be much the worse for his fan 
after the first effects of the shock had 
passed away. By advice of a fellow lineman 
however, he left to see a doctor. Starr, the 
man on whom he fell, did not escape : 0 luck. 
ly. He was rendered unconscious, and after 
being treated by a physician for ten or fifteen 
minutes in the cigar store on the corner, into 
which he was carried, he was removed to the 
City Dispensary in an ambulance. Dr. 
Priest found that he was very severely injured 
about the back, and he held him there untl! 
his brother, who is a member of No. 5 Engine 
Company, who was sent for, arrived. Starr 
resides at Fourteenth and Madison streets.

It was rumored 
that a serious fracas had occurred in the 
vicinity of the Gravois road between a num- 
ber of negroes, which terminated by one of 
the participants being shot. This rumor 
could not be verified and is not believed by 
the police.

hole boulevard problem, for a viaduct 
peross the valley south ofthe New Manches 
ter road, along which the tracks of the 
Missouri Pacific and Atchison, Topeka & 
Santa Fe Railroads are laid. 

In laying out a boulevard there is no con- 
Bideration, next tolis width and location, 
which is of such vital importance as that of 
ius grades, and mistakes made in this respect 
are hara to remedy when the adjacent prop- 
erty is more improved and its value in- 
creased. The more important sucha Dboule- 
vard and the greater its width the easier and 
longer extended its grades should be. Ap- 
plying this view to the crossing of the ral 
road tracks on King’s highway it becomes 
apparent that no locality could be found 
in the city where the railroad tracks 
can be bridged over under more favorable 
conditions. An easy, uniform grade from 
the New Manchester road to the hill south of 
the railroad tracks will fix the floor of the 
viaduct at a height ofabout forty feet above 
the tracks. This will not only prevent any 
deterioration of the metalin the structure, 
from the smoke of the engines, but it also al- 
lows the building ofa deck bridge, 1. e., a 
bridge where the superstructure is under- 
neath the roadway, leaving the latter entire- 
iy unobstructed. The steep grades of the 
present King’s highway directly north and 
south of the tracks do not require the build- 
ing of long and expensive approaches. These 
are the general features adopted in the 
design of this viaduct, lately prepared in 
the Street Department. The question of the 
selection of the floor is not decided, but itis 
thought that, in view of the great cost of 
maintenance of our bridge floors, the adop- 
tion of a permanent floor on a concrete foun- 
dation would in course of years prove a wise 
measure from a financial point of view. 

Street Commissioner Murphy is making 
efforts to get the necessary appropriation for 
the stone work in the bill now pending before 
the Municipal Assembly. The estimated cost 
of the bridge is $150,000. It is designed 
with one span of 200 feet in length over tracks 
and right of way ofthe Missouri Pacific Rau- 
road, andanother span over the Atchison, 
Topeka & Santa Fe Railroad, with a few 
shorter spans on each side. The design is 
such that, whilst avoiding all extravagance, 
the general proportions of the viaduct will be 
in keeping with the importance of the 
boulevard. 

Borings made some time ago have demon- 
strated the fact that an excellent foundation 
for the stone work can be obtained without 
resorting to piling.

Memorial Services Held Sunday—Soldiers’ 
Graves Decorated. 

HINHAM, Mass., May 25.—Memorial services 
were held last evening by Edwin Humphrey 
Post, No. 104, G. A. R.,which were unusually

CROP OUTLOOK. 


Grain and Fruit in Illinois—Drouth Broda 
in Wisconsin. 


SPRINGFIELD, III., May 2%.—The weekly 
weather crop bulletin of the Illinois Weather 
Service reviews the weather throughout the 
State for the last week as follows: The tem- 
perature of the last week was about the av- 
erage; light frosts occurred on the 17th and 
isth, doing slight injury to fruit and vege- 
tables. The amount of rainfall was below a 
seasonable average. An average amount of 
sunshine prevailed. 

The majority of the counties reporting 
have a good showing for all grains, while a 
few report a drouth which, if not soon broken 
by rain, will cause considerable damage to 
the crop. In several counties complaints 
about insects injuring the grain are heard. 


DROUTH BROKEN IN WISCONSIN. 
MILWAUKEE, Wis., May 25.—The weather 
crop bulletin of the Wisconsin weather and 
— service for the week ending Saturday. 

ay 2, says: The drouth of the last month 
was broken by the rains of the last week. 
The distribution of the rainfall was unequal, 
the west central, central and northwestern 
counties receiving a light rainfall, whereas 
the southern, southeastern and WNorth- 
western counties received generous rains, the 
heaviest reported being three inches at Be- 
loft in Rook County. The average fall in the 
southern and northwestern counties was one 
and a fourth inches. There has been material 
damage tosmall grains by the draught, but 
it is impossible toform an estimate of the 
amount of damage done until the beneficial 
effects cf the rain fall are known by the 
sprouting of the corn and the germination of 
the spring seeding that has been lying dor- 
mant for several weeks. It is variously 
estimated that from one-half to threé- 
quarters of the broadcast spring seeding has 
not yet germinated owing to the drought, 


CATERPILLAR INVASION.

Good Advice From an Expert The Birch 
Bark Cance and How to Treat It on a 
Long Journey—How to Master the Art 
of Paddling. 


A canoe is a dangerous thing for a green- 
horn to meddle with, but a very safe thing in 
the hands of an Indian or an expert. The 
first rule of safety is to keep your own weight 
and the weight of your load diose to the 
bottom of the canoe, If this caution is 
followed few accidents need happen; for the 
lower the weight-center of the canoe is kept 
below the water the mose will the 
buoyancy and lightness of the craft tell in 
favor of sea-worthiness; she will ride the 
waves like a duck. The birch bark canoe is 


that ship of the woods may safely trust him- 
self in any other, 

The ordinary birch bark canoe, such as is 
made by the Indians of Maine, that home of 

, is about twenty feet long, and will 
carry two with a couple of hun- 
dred pounds of baggage. It can be bought 
for $15 or $20, fresh m the stocks; a few 
years ago$i0 or $12 would buy a small one, 
but as the bark gets scarce and long journeys 
have to be made to get ft, the cost increases. 
Let us suppose we have one ofthe beautiful 
pieces of handicraft. finished only yesterday, 
and delivered this morning in your river- 
side dooryard. How shall we get the most 
pleasure out of it, and keep the frail thing 
taut and neat for fourorfive years, the ex- 
tent of a canoe’s life? 
ITS PAINT. 

First, while the shining yellow cedar ribs 
and linings are fresh and clean give the in- 
side, the bars and the gunwales, a good coat 
of raw paint ofl. This may be renewed at 
midsummer, and each spring thereafter. 
The outiide may with advantage be given 
a coat ot oil, varnish and drier, mixed in

equal proportion; this will preserve the 
small eyes of the bark and effectually Beep 
the bark from getting water soaked on a 
long journey, as old canoes are apt to do. 
The rosin for mending seams and leaks 
should be melted with about one-eighth its 
bulk of clean lard or paint oil. The exact 
proportion can best be learned by rule of 
thumb, asit must vary with the season; in 
hot weather more rosin will be needed to 
keep the mixture from meltinginthe sun 
after it is applied, whilein cold weather 
more grease will be needed to keep it from 
cracking and chipping «ff through brittle- 
ness. In all cases it must be put on as hot as 
possible, with a sliver of wood, and care 
must be taken to have the cracks or eyes 
perfectly dry when it is applied. Now if 
our canoe is ready, and tight from stem to 
stern (as you can easily see by putting a 
couple of buckets of water in her, and watch- 
ing for any drops to leak through) let us have 
a first lesson in paddling. 

To get our vessel tothe river, stand by the 
canoe as she rests on her keel on the ground, 
grasp the middle bar close to the gunwale 
with your right hand, and at its center with 
your left hand; raise the canoe to your knee 
and give ita flip as if you were throwing a 
rail across your shoulder; let the middle bar 
fall into place onthe thick muscle between 
the neck and the bony point of the 
right shoulder, at the same time letting 
gO with the left hand and shifting it to 
catch the gunwale , couple of feet in front of 
you on the left hand side, extendingthe arm 
far enough forward to give you command in 
balancing the load; the right hand may now 
be shifted from its hold on the bar, and the 
gunWale grasped with it (the fingers on the 
inside of the canoe) about a foot in front of 
you. You will now find the canoe resting 
lightly on your shoulder, the middle bar ex- 
tending across the hollow of your right shoul- 


Working With Two Paddles. 
It you are strong, a little practice will enable 
you to carry the canoe, usingthe right hand 
alone; you may stop and pick up your 
paddle with the left and march off. An 
expert Canooist will take his kneeling cush- 
ions and paddle in his left hand first, and 
then shoulder the craft with his right hand 
alone, But this is needlessly troublesome, 
and usually the canoe is kept on rests upside 
down, so that one only bas to walk under and 
lift her off, 
HOW TO GET IN. 

Then when we come to the water you must 
set her afloat lightly from some landing 
place, ing care not to let her touch bot.

you) that you can by a twist of your body 
control the rolling of the canoe in a sea. 
When you thoroughly at home in 
the birch you will find this a great help in 
climbing the shifting hills. 
THE PADDLE. 
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Lifting to the Shoulder, 
paddie in your left hand at the 
thickest part, just above the blade, 
the fingers and thumb uppermost; the right 
hand may be placed inthe same position on 
the upper end, or flat handle, or it may be 
shifted a little so that some of the fingers go 
over the end of the paddle; lift the left a lit- 
tle, swing the right into the air a little back 
from the face until it issomewhere in front 
of your right eye; let the blade go sharply 
into the water, taking hold as it cuts down; 
pull hard back with the left, letting 
this lower hand just clear the water; 
push ahead with the right; Keep your 
back hollowed, and the stroke is half 
done. Then comes the curl at the end, which 
enables you to steer, Evidently when pad- 
dling alone, if a single-biaded paddle is used, 
every stroke on this left side will drive your 
craft tothe right, but the effect is counter- 
acted coastantly by the twist of the paddle. 
By turning your wrists,turn the outer edge of 
the blade forward until the back or rear side 
of the paddle is so completely turned as to 
catchthe water andact as a rudder. This 
you will do more easily by pressing down and 
to the right with the right hand and (at first 
at least) allowing the haft of the paddle just 


above the left handto come against the gun 
wale, giving the right hand a leverage in 
steering. The turn of the paddle is the only 
dificult thing to learn; once mastered the 
rest is easy; it should be begun when the 
stroke is half through and should be done 80 
instinctively that absolutely no halt is made 
inthe stroke from beginning to end. The 
paddle should be swung outof the water at 
a small angle; the right hand well down, the 
point of the blade skimmingthe water and 
the left hand carrying the haft swiftly for- 
ward again. The thumbof the lower hand 
need not be placed around the handle unless 
itis rough weather; then it is necessary or 
you may have your paddle knocked out of 
your hands. 
THE STROKE. 

The bowman makesthe same stroke as the 
steersman, except that there is no twist in 
it, ag he has nothing to do with keeping the 
course of the canoe. Whatever youdo, don’t 
lean over the side towards the paddle. The 


only motion of the body must be fore and aft, 
throwing its weight into the end of each 
stroke. 

You can tella white man from 
long distance off by the difference ii the pad- 
dling. A white man paddles mor ith his 
arms and less with his body than afi Indian. 

Here is a test of good paddling. When you 
think you are tnoroughly proficient, watch 
your blade as it goes Into the water; it it 
makes a single tiny eddy as it comes aft in 
the stroke you have mot reached perfection. 
In a year or two you will see it cut the water 
without a ripple, and fairly sing and swish as 
you drive it down. 

The best canoeing clothes are a woolen 
shirt, woolen socks, red leather or canvas 
shoes and trousers of teen or corduroy. 

In smooth water you may kneel up, resting 
against the bar or you may even sit upon it 
with your feet out ahead of you, but in rough 
weather the place for you is low on your heels 
as I have described; for you thus have far 
greater control over your craft, 

On landing at night at the end of a day's 
journey, after unloading the canoe, lift her 
out and turn her over to rest on one gunwale 
and her two bows, or better still turn her over 
acouple of old logs resting evenly on both 
gunwales. In the daytime when in 3 if it 
is hotand the rosin is in danger of melting, 
the canoe may be left in the shade resting on 
her bottom among the small bushes or on 
the grass. She will come to no harm 80 long 
as no Weight is inside her. 

THE LOAD. 

Asto trimming a canoe, the load should be 
80 placed as to make her a little heavier aft 
than forward, or she will not steer, but will 
yee-yaw about ina most aggravating way. 
In running downa rough stream, however, 
where a pole has to be used, it will be found. 
necessary to have her loaded slightly by the 
head, or else the current will catch the stern 
and slew it round unmercifully. 

In poling a canoe. up rocky streams, 
through rapids, a4 gp cage of spruce 
is used. This should be about 10 feet long 
and about an inch and a half diameter at the 
thickest part, Polingis very hard to learn, 

is acquired it isa de- 
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steer her is difficult; if you ‘wish to 
go to the right the end of the pole 
must be set well under the bottom of 
the canoe, and you must draw yourself and 
the stern of the canoe towards the pole as 
you give the last push; to alter the course to 
the left, the pole will be set sloping down 
from the canoe some little distance from the 
side, and you will push the stern away from 
the point where the pole is set, thus driving 
your bow in the desired direction, 

ACCIDENTS. 
If an accident occurs in the rapids, and 
your canoe needs repairs, a very bad split in 
the bark may have to be sewed up with small 
spruce roots soaked until they are pliable. 
Usually a few tacks drivenin from the out- 
side, fastening the bark tothe ribs, will suf- 
fice. If the break is more serious it may be 
repaired as follows: Take out the ribs of the 
canoe for a foot on each side ofthe break by 
knocking them aft toward the center of 
the canoe, then raise the thin cedar slats 
and take afew stitches through the bark 
with your spruce roots. Makethe stitches 
an inch or an inch and a half long, according 
to circumstances. Replace the ribs and drive 
them well home. Then outside cover the 
stitches with a piece of cotton dipped in bol - 
ing hot rosin, and smooth it down with a 
piece of hot iron. This hot tron, by the way, 
is very useful and often quite sufficient to stop 
a leak, without the need of putting on any 
additional rosin, 
In winter a canoe should be well housed 
from alternating rain and frost; and all her 
ribs should be slightly loosened to prevent 
the bark from splitting when strained and 
tightened in the cold.

THE DUTY REDUCED. 

Lewering of the French Im 
* American Wheat and Figur. 
The\action of the French Government on 
Saturday last, which has been anxiously 
awaited for several weeks past by American 
ghippersof wheat and flour, assures fan im- 
mensely increased trade in these com- 
modities not only between the United 
States and France, but also be- 
tween this country and Spain 
and Italy. Ever since the fact that the 
French wheat crop would prove a failure 
was evident a strong effort. to either 
reduce thegtariff on foreign@wheat and 
four, or to abolish it altogether, has 
been made if the French Cham- 
ber of Deputies. This has been 
bitterly fought dy the representatives 
of the agricult interests, and for a time 
they were successful in preventing any 
change from being made. But as the fact 
e apparent that the failure of the crop 
more complete than had been 
anticipated, the pressure became 
stronger, and finally on Saturday 
last an act was ssed reducing the 
tariff on foreign grain to 3 francs and on flour 
to 6s francs a hectoliter. The proposal to en- 
tirely remove the tax received a heavy vote, 
but was defeated. . With the duty at 3 francs 
wheat can be imported from this country at 
@ good profi, and the entire deficiency 
of the French crop will be supplied from the 
United States, not only because the crop in 
all parts of Europe is short, but also because 
the wheat grown in this country is better 
suited to the French mills than that 
of either Russia or Hungary. The 
wheat dealers of this city 
particularly jubilant, as the grain received 
in this market is exactly what the French 
want. Hard wheat is desired only for mixing, 
the great bulk of that used in France being 
closely similar to St, Louis No. i 
red, and it is to this market that French 
millers will resort. Already many letters 
have been received ordering large quantities 
of wheat in case the tariff was lowered, and 
exporters are now preparing to fill orders. 
This morning some telegrams came to hand 
giving directions for purchases, and 
within a short time many 
more are expected. Additional 
steamers will be put on the line between 
New Orleans and Havre, and it is anticipated 
that the foreign exports from this city will 
be increased many hundred per cent. The 
reduction in the duty is only temporary, 
ceasing with the present year, but it is the 
general belief that it will never again be 

raised to its former figures.

FOREIGN CONTRACT LABORERS. 


The Difficult Task of the Inspectors of 
Immigrants. 

New Tokk, May 25.—Every steamer coming 
in from a European port is boarded at 
quarantine by one or more inspectors, ac- 
companied by an interpreter, according to 
the interest and Peep of the passen- 
gers. Efforts are being made to ascertain if 
any people under contract are on board. 80 
well is this method known that there prob- 
ably is not an agent in Europe sending peo- 
ple here under contract who has nota full 
description of every inspector em- 
ployed and the interpreters as well. 
At is even hinted that their photo- 
graphs are in the possession of the European 
labor agents. As a natural result every im- 
migrant, who is under contract is thoroughly 
posted as to what he is to expect when he 
reaches New York, and he is thoroughly pre- 
pared to answer all questions in the safest 
manner for himself. 

In the landing énclosure in the barge office 
there are generally two inspectors! and sev- 
eral interpreters who watch the immigrants 
while they are answering the 
questions of the registry clerks. 
Occasionally contract laborers are caught, 
but that is simply because the immigrant 
convicts himself. Where a number of immi- 
grants who are suspected of being under 
special contract leave the barge office in a 
body for some specific point, one of the 
„traveling division’’ of inspectors is sent to 
look up thecase. Three of these inspectors 
are now on the road. 

This is the only real detective work done by 
this bureau, and these in brief are the 
methods employed by the Inspector to detect 
the violators of the contract law. It allows a 
year in which to convict a contract laborer 
and send him back, and upon this time the 
traveling inspectors bank their hopes. Their 
operations are confined mostly to inquiries, 
it is said. 

It is certain thatthe plan does not accom- 
plish the desired result. Cases are constant- 
ly cropping up wherejcontract laborers have 
slipped into the country, gone to work, and, 
afterward becoming dissatified with their 
employers, have asked barge office authori- 
ties to redress their grievances. 

A case in point is that of the German girl 
who came here in March under contract to 
work for manufacturers of phonograph pa- 
per in Jersey City Heights. They refused to 
advance her wages as promised, and 
she promptly related her story to 
Col. Weber, There are several reme- 
dies, but one which has been suggested 
and which is regarded as one of the most 
potent, is to send detectives to Europe to 
come over on the steamer as immigrants. 
They would then have time during the voy- 
age to make an investigation. This would 
involve actual detective work, andit would 
mean wearing poor clothes and eating plain 
food. As one man put it, a silk tile would 
not be in it.“ Col. Weber speaking on this 
subject said: There is no question that con- 
tract laborers are slipping in this country, 
and something ought to be done, but itis a 
knotty problem. The plan of sending de, 
tectives to European countries, to come back 
as immigrants, has already been suggested. 
You must bear in mind that these men would 
have to be linguists, and that is one dim 
culty. They would at least have to under- 
stand the language of the immigrants on the 
ship they were on. 

This plan would be ‘spotted’ in time as 
wellas our present system, but I would go 
further and keep detectives in Europe in 
order to correspond with manufacturers and 
agents ofthis city. If a regular commission 
business is carried on, with humanity as a 
basis, we want'to know it. Sending a [few im- 
migrants back fromthe barge office is like 
Killing a few skirmishers before a great 
battle. It does not affect the great 
result a particle. We want to strike 
at the root of the matter. De- 
tective work must be done on this side also.’’ 
Gen. Oberne gavea similar opinion, ‘‘What 
is the use of inspectors standing in front of 
a procession of immigrants as they file past 
the registry desk and asking them ques- 
tions?’’ queried the General, ‘‘Why, 
foreigners actually smile when the usual

BURIED IN A DOUBLE GRAVE. 


Extraordinary Scene at the Funeral of 
Mrs. Margaret Mulhaney. 

New York, May %.—When Mrs. Margaret 
Mulhaney used to wobble through the East 
side streets, everybody stopped and stared at 
her, Margaret was 55 years old and weighed 
650 pounds. Her husband was dead and she 
at one time lived with an only daughter. She 
had a falling out with her child, and went to 
live with a cousin at 48 Hamilton street. 
Three months ago her fiesh was 
accumulating at such a pace that she 
was unable to move about. Heart disease 
set in and on Saturday morning Mrs. Mul- 
haney died. Charles McColium, the under - 
taker, found it impossible to put the huge 
body in ice so it was embalmed. The funeral 
took place yesterday. A large crowd had 
gathered in the street expecting serious 
difficulty in getting the body out of the house 
and in this they were not disappointed. An 
ordinary coffin is 16 inches wide and 13 high. 
A plain cloth-covered box, 87 inches wide 
and 2 inches high, inclosed the 
corpse. The hallway of the house being 
thirty-five inches wide, the box had to be 
tipped sideways while twelve brawny men 
strained every muscle to carry it through the 
hallway. The task lasted twenty minutes. 
No hearse was big enough to accommodate 
the coffin and an undertaker’s wagon carried 
the body to Calvary Cemetery, followed by 
five carriages of mourners. 

A graveis ordinarily dug twenty -four inches 
wide. Ground had been bought for two 
graves, giving a width of forty-eight inches. 
Seventeen of the cemetery employes lowered 
the coffin into the double grave. f
